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PREPARATION OF THE SOIL 


Since the lawn is intended to be a permanent feature of 
the decoration of a place, its endurance or span of life is 
of utmost importance. In general, Grass Seeds are small and 
the surface bed for the reception of these seeds need not 
be more than one inch in depth; but since the grasses, as 
they become established send out long lateral feeding roots 
it is necessary that the soil area available for these plants 
should be as great as possible. This object can only be 
obtained by deep cultivation and thorough preparation 
of at least six or eight inches of the surface soil. In short, 
the land should be treated just as good as farm or garden 
land should be treated for raising an especially valuable 
crop. Fertilizer should be worked into the soil according 
to directions of manufacturers.
